Headmaster’s Message 





Dear Members of the Ridley Family: 


The 1984-85 School year at Ridley concluded with yet 
another beautiful sunny day for Prize Day, and an excellent 
conclusion to the 96th year of Ridley College. The fine show- 
ing at the Canadian High School Championships the weekend 
before, followed by the announcement that the Heavy Eight 
will be going to the Royal Henley in England to 
compete in the Thames Challenge Cup be- 
tween July the 4th and 7th, was a fitting cap- 
stone. 


The spring term was exceedingly busy and 
not to say frenetic, with two major academic 
field trips: the Grade 13 Biology off to New 
England for whale-watching and oceano- 
graphic investigations at the University of 
Rhode Island; Grade 13 Art History students 
tasted the riches of New York City’s 
museums; 90 students and staff joined to pro- 
duce a fine production of West Side Story in 
the Iggulden Gymnasium on May 21st through 
23rds 

For those of you who were not fortunate to be at Prize Day 
I would like to convey to you just a few of the remarks that I 
made on that occasion. They were not part of the usual Prize 
Day exhortations, but rather consisted of excerpts from an 
interesting poll which was taken under the auspices of a 
commission which was set up at Ridley this year to examine 
the State of Coeducation after 10 years. I will not rehash the 
whole questionnaire but simply give you answers to some of 
the questions. One Question asked of the 47 males and 24 
female students who were picked at random for the Admin- 
istration of this rather complexed questionnaire for Ridley 
houses was, ‘‘What do you think the School expects most from 
its graduates as adults?”’ A nice thing about a questionnaire 
of any length and complexity is that its results will have 
something for almost everyone. Those in the Ridley Family 
who cared greatly about the strong athletic tradition and 
continuing component of Ridley will be pleased to know that 
‘‘athletic excellence’’, or ‘‘continuing consciousness of the 
value of physical fitness’’, or the desirability of ‘“combining 
sports and work’’ were mentioned several times which made 
this particular expectation about the 8th most important in 
the minds of the students who answered the questionnaire. 

Old Boys and many members of the Board of governors 
will be pleased to know that 14 responses could be grouped 
under the general heading of ‘‘Remember Ridley’’, ‘‘up- 
holding honour of the School’, ‘‘ be a good Alumnus’’, “‘sug- 
gest the school to others’’. This would make Ridley loyalty the 
4th most significant expectation of the School. And, it is 
gratifying to know that we who have beaten the drum and 
shaken the tin cup, that this has had some effect on students, 
reminding them of their responsibility to those who will fol- 
low them at Ridley, in that 11 male and five female students 
indicated that, ‘‘Contributing money to the School” was a 
most significant expectation. 

Those who emphasize the morale and spiritual roots of 
the Institution will be pleased to know that five responses 
mentioned ‘‘Consumed in Service’’, ‘‘be helpful in society’’, 
“sensitive to others’, ‘“‘helpful with a positive attitude 
towards others’’. But the three most numerous expectations 
were as follows: the third most often expectation fell into the 
category of ‘being morally upstanding, respectful, dis- 
ciplined, proper, responsible, or honest.’’ Ten male and ten 
female students mentioned this, while statistically relative 
response would have had only half as many females as males 
choose any given category .. . The second most often expec- 
tation was, perhaps not unnaturally, to, ‘‘do well in university 





or further education’’. Sixteen males and five females men- 
tioned this. The most commonly mentioned expectation can 
be mostly subsumed under the heading ‘‘be successful in 
one’s life and work.”’ 


Another interesting question was ‘‘Who living in the 
world do you most admire?’’. There certainly was not even 
unanimity on this topic and there was a differ- 
ence between males and females, with a few 
females favouring Mother Theresa, and males 
all over the map with Ronald Reagan, their 
own fathers, mothers, Brian Mulroney, Neil 
Campbell, Julius Irving, and sixteen other 
personalities, some of them famous, some of 
them not so famous. 

What that all says about the Ridley student 
of today in terms of clear expectations may not 
be particularly surprising. What is interesting 
is that given the numbers involved in the survey, 
there is not a great deal of difference in expec- 
tations on the part of male and female students. 

As everyone goes off for the summer vaca- 
tion the School rests briefly for a couple of weeks and then 
welcomes a host of Sports Ridley programmes and summer 
rentals. Sports Ridley will be at an all time high this summer 
with over 50 students having to be turned away from the 
Hockey Camp due to overenrolment. Soccer and Tennis are 
also full. Only the Computer Camp and the Academic Sum- 
mer Sessions have not fulfilled the full numbers expectations. 
Our Senior Citizens Elderhostel experiment will continue 
after its first success last July. We will also have a number of 
rentals including the Ontario Basketball camp, two Rotary 
Youth Leadership Groups and a South German Youth Or- 
chestra. 

The admissions picture for Upper School indicates that 
we will be full indeed, with enrolment beyond projected fig- 
ures in all grades as of this point. There will be some attrition 
over the summer, but there are sizeable waiting lists, and 
Upper School will certainly open in excess of 400 students in 
September. Lower School remains inevitably more question- 
able at this point due to later enrolment patterns, but Grade 9 
is way ahead of last year at this point, partly due to the 
enrolment of 12 female students in Grade 9. These young 
women in Grade 9, along with our new academic timetable 
for both Upper and Lower School next year which will put the 
schools on a common timetable with six 50-minute periods 
(broken into 25-minute modules below Grade 9) will be major 
changes for us to get used to come September. 

Staff changes and new department heads have been de- 
tailed previously, but one last minute decision after Prize 
Day, was by Mr. Jim Kingstone, full time English teacher 
and Housemaster in Arthur Bishop East, to take a year off for 
medical reasons in order to have major back surgery. Mr. 
and Mrs. Hazell will be filling in Arthur Bishop East next 
year, ably assisted, by Mr. Corolis. Mr. Richard Wright, 
former Chairman of the English Department (1974-1979) and 
distinguished Canadian Novelist, will be taking Mr. King- 
stone’s English courses for next year. We are very fortunate 
that Mr. Wright has decided to rejoin the teaching ranks as 
well as to help us out with our League Hockey programme. So 
much for the summer and expectations, except my own per- 
sonal hopes that a new addition to the Packard Family will 
arrive safely before opening day — which was its initial 
estimated time of arrival! A good summer to all.

1. Lieutenant Colonel Samuel G. Heaman, 0O.S.T_J., 
C.D., B.A., O.R. ’39, and currently Secretary of the Ridley 
College Association from which post he is due to retire in June 
of 1986, was the Inspecting Officer of the Ridley College Corps 
of Cadets this May. During his Ridley career, S. G. Heaman 
was an outstanding gymnast and boxer. He matriculated to 
McGill where he was a Cadet Officer in the C.O.T.C. in 
1939-40. In 1940 he entered the Black Watch (Royal Highland 
Regiment of Canada). Commissioned as a Lieutenant, he 
served in 1941-42 in the U.K. and on detachment to the British 
8th Army in North Africa. He returned to Canada in the 
spring of 1942 to take a post with a second battalion of the 
RHR stationed in the Maritimes. In August, 1942, he was 
seconded to a unique World War II allied combat outfit, the 
First Special Service Force, a combined Canadian, Amer- 
ican light infantry/commando unit, popularly known to pos- 
terity as the Devil’s Brigade — and so immortalized in a 
Hollywood movie of that name. Entering as a Lieutenant, 
Heaman immerged as an Acting Major after undergoing 
training with the Force in Montana, Virginia and Vermont, 
and serving in the Aleutians, North Africa and Italy. He was 
twice wounded in action in Italy, and was one of the few 
Canadian servicemen in World War II to earn both the U.S. 
Purple Heart and the Silver Star (the third highest combat 
declaration that can be won by an infantry officer in the U.S. 
forces). Concluding his war service as an airborne staff offi- 
cer in Ottawa, Sam went on into the militia where from 1950 to 
1962 he served with the R.C.R. Fourth Battalion, of which he 
was Commanding Officer, 1959-62. 

At Prize Day ceremonies this June, a new cadet award, 
The Lieutenant Colonel S. G. Heaman Prize was awarded to 


‘“‘a senior student who has shown devotion to and proficiency 
in the voluntary military aspect of Cadets, while displaying a 
mature appreciation of the place of the military as a guardian 
of peace in a democratic society.’’ This award has been given 
through the generosity of a past parent and member of the 
Board of governors or Ridley College.

Report of the Commission on 


Service & Social Responsibility at Ridley 


On 15 May 1985, Mrs. Susan Hazell rendered the report 
of the Commission to the Headmaster. Since early in the 
winter term, the Commission had studied the question of 
service and social reponsibility at Ridley in light of the 
Headmaster’s charge. Two questionnaires, one to faculty 
concerning curricular content, and one to students in four 
selected houses sought to shed some light on the problem. The 
Commission consisted of Mrs. Susan Hazell of the Modern 
Languages Department; Mr. Wayne Fraser of the English 
faculty; Miss Virginia Medland, Development Director of 
Ridley College; Miss Nancy Drope of the Physical Education 
Department; The Reverend Gerald Shantz, Chaplain; Sarah 
Kestle, School Prefect; Lisa McIntosh, Grade 12; Bob Car- 
ruth, Ian Watson, and Charlie Nickerson - Grade 11. 

The Commission’s charge posed the question: if the Rid- 
ley motto is, ‘May I be Consumed in Service” to whom and to 
what is that service expected to be rendered? The Head- 
master pointed out that ‘‘the School is highly organized aca- 
demically and athletically; it is a competitive and intensive 
institution with a highly structured day, week, andterm... 
Students are constantly exhorted to emulate the best Chris- 
tian example and concern for and service to others, but all too 
often the Ridley regimen aids and abets selfishness — as each 
student strives to better him or herself.’’ The charge went on 
to specifically ask, ‘‘Do we do enough either through our 
academic education, or activities encouraged and sponsored 
by the College to inculcate in our privileged students — the 
leaders of Canada and many other countries in the 21st Cen- 
tury — an ideal of service to our fellow human beings?”’ The 
Commission’s report definitively stated ‘‘no”’ to this ques- 
tion. The Commission itself is unanimous in that feeling, and 
is backed by the student questionnaire — 72.8% of the stu- 
dents polled felt that not enough time was spent discussing 
social concerns, and 51.4% felt that Ridley does not do enough 
to help solve social problems. 

The second question in the charge was, ‘‘How well does 
the Chapel and the moral and spiritual heritage of Ridley 
which it represents, currently service to raise the con- 
sciousness of the Ridley community about outside needs and 
activities? How might it do so better?’’ On this point the 
Commission indicated that while the Chapel does raise con- 
cerns, more could be done along these lines, and the Com- 
mission specifically recommended that more outside 
speakers be brought in to speak of social concerns — local, 
national and international. 

Point Number 3 of the charge asked, ‘‘How well do our 
extracurricular programme and such activities as the Social 
Work Group serve to raise the consciousness of the Ridley 
community?’’ The Commission unanimously felt that more 
extracurricular emphasis should be put on community ser- 
vice, and made some specific recommendations for en- 
larging the sphere of activities which Ridley students can 
participate in, in service to others outside the School.

The major recommendations of the Commission as re- 
fined after a conference with the Headmaster on 22 May, 
include the following: 


1. That each department provide a folder to be kept in 
the Library, Admissions Office, and the Director of Aca- 
demic’s Office, giving a thorough breakdown and analysis of 
the units taught in the Ridley curriculum which deal with 
social concerns. 54% of the students polled said that social 
concerns were not discussed in any of their classes. 46% 
indicated that they were discussed, and interestingly enough 
a broad spectrum of subject areas seemed to provide some 
students with discussion of social concerns: not only Man in 
Society, History and World Religions, but also English, 
French, Geography, Math, Physics, and Health were all 
mentioned as places where some discussion had occurred. 
The Headmaster will refer this matter to the Department 
Heads Committee. 


2. That a Social Service Committee be set up at the start 
of each year co-chaired by a School Prefect and a faculty 
member, consisting of one house prefect or senior student 
from each residence. This Social Service Committee would 
help to plan activities which would raise the consciousness of 
the community, and involve more students in social service. 
The Headmaster heartily endorsed this recommendation and 
indicated that a committee will be set up for the start of 
school in September. 

3. That ‘‘more social work programmes be initiated to 
meet the needs of our students.’’ Expansion of the current 
Social Work Programme (limited into 10 students) into such 
fields as the Big Brother/Sister programme and Extended 
Care/Youth in Action, will be referred to the new Social 
Service Committee by the Administration. A further recom- 
mendation was that each house at Ridley be encouraged to 
take part in a particular social service project at least once 
during the school year. Currently two houses on campus do 
sponsor foster children, and this and similar programmes 
can easily be undertaken by other houses. The new Social 
Service Committee, with representatives from each house, 
will work towards realizing this hope. 


There are many independent boarding schools in North 
America and in England that have a social service re- 
quirement. As the final paragraph of the Commission’s re- 
port putit, ‘‘If Ridley is to broaden and emphasize the present 
social programme, two elements are critical for its success. 
Students must have a sense of commitment and be prepared 
to give of some time, whether on a weekly, monthly, or even 
yearly basis. It is not difficult for the School’s motto to be 
upheld within the School. When applied to the community at 
large, however, Terar dum Prosim requires a greater effort. 
Let us encourage and ensure that Ridley students are given 
the opportunity to learn what it means to be ‘‘Consumed in 
Service’.

On the Canadian Henley Olympic 
Course on the estuary of Twelve Mile 
Creek at Port Dalhousie, Ontario, the an- 
nual pageantry of the Canadian 
Scholastic Rowing Championships took 
place on June 1 and 2, 1985. For the first 
time in history, Ridley won the Pearce 
Trophy for the highest number of points 
earned in male events. What used to be 
called the ‘“‘Schoolboy”’ is now a fully in- 
tegrated men’s and women’s com- 
petition, and is becoming much more of a 
truly national and international contest 
with each year. This year Brentwood 
School from Mill Bay, Vancouver Island, 
BC, brought 55 competitors and won the 
Cosgrove Trophy for the total points won 
in both male and female events (206) and 
the Womens’ Point Championship sig- 
nified by the Bobbi Rosenfield Trophy (91 
points). Shawnagan Lake and Hillside 
Secondary, also from British Columbia, 
brought crews and did well, and for the 
first time in history a Manitoba school 
competed, as Kelvin High School of Win- 
nipeg won a medal in the Senior Womens’ 
Double. By the same token, both Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick were rep- 
resented by several high schools, long 
with the perennial sculling powers from 
Quebec. All in all, 72 schools, 14 of them 
from the United States, were registered 
for the Regatta. Ridley’s showing this 
year indicates that our programme has 
grown tremendously in breadth and 
depth, far beyond Ridley’s traditional 
concentration on the male Heavy Eight. 

Without the unusually strong Western 
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representation this year, Ridley would 
clearly have done even better in the points 
total, though it should be said that UCC 
was in a “‘building year”’ and did not pro- 
vide the level of competition which they 
did in 1984 when they won the Cosgrove 
Trophy quite handily. 

There are many highlights to the finals 
on Sunday, 1 June, and each person would 
have their favourite moments. But, cer- 
tainly memorable was the performance 
of our Girls’ Lightweight Eight, which led 
or was holding even for a good deal of 
their race, until an oar jumped its slide 
and lost them crucial momentum in the 
last 200 yards. Steve Garvey, Ridley’s 
Champion Heavy Mens’ Sculler, took up 
sculling for the first time this year, and 
won his race handily, after sweeping the 
local competition at the Welland Regatta 
two weeks previously. 

The final victory by the Heavy Eight 
was especially significant and mem- 
orable, as it was won over some very 
tough competition, including the Brent- 
wood Eight which had swept recent West- 
ern regattas, and was billed as ‘‘unde- 
feated’’. The rivalry for Canadian sc- 
holastic rowing honours between these 
two schools, one on the shores of the 
usually placid Mill Bay inlet of Vancouver 
Sound and the other by the swiftly flowing 
waters of Twelve Mile Creek this year 
transcended the competiton with UCC. 
Brentwood and Ridley are both sizeable 
coeducational, primarly boarding insti- 
tutions, and indeed are natural rivals for 
students both male and female, par- 
ticularly on the battleground of Alberta. 
Eastern rowers envy Brentwood’s at 
least nominal ability to row all year round 
— although on many days the waves are 
too high on Mill Bay for any safe boating. 
A much larger proportion of the Brent- 
wood student body takes advantage of the 
location of the school right on the Bay to 
participate in the rowing programme 
(this year 68 rowers, male and female, 
participated in Ridley rowing, while 
rumour has it that at least 150 students at 
Brentwood are engaged in rowing). In any 
event, the rivalry is lively and con- 
structive! Mention of this year’s high 
school championships would not be com- 
plete without noting that Ridley even had 
a direct hand in Western successes this 
year, in the person of Tim Powell, O.R. 
74, who coached a winning Shawnagan 
Lake crew in the Senior Mens’ Heavy Cox 
Four. 

On the evening of the Heavy Eight’s 
victory, Coach, Neil Campbell, indicated 
that their times at the Stotesbury and the 
Canadian Championships were good 
enough to make them compete at Henley, 
therefore the crew is entering in the 
Thames Challenge Cup Race at the Eng- 
lish Henley, in early July. 














Spring Sports Awards Dinner 


On the night before Prize Day the School assembled for 
the traditional banquet in the Great Hall followed by the 
presentation of special awards for spring term sports, anda 
short address. This year’s speaker was Mr. ‘‘Bud’’ McLaugh- 
lin, who was the Chairman of the Ontario Winter Games 
which brings thousands of athletes from all over Ontario to 
St. Catharines in March. 

Major award winners included Lisa Lockyer ’85 of Arva, 
Ontario, who won the top athletic award to a female student 
at Ridley, the C. W. Dorland Memorial Trophy, for con- 
tributing the most to the girls’ athletic programme; Graham 
Stanley ’85 of St. Catharines (son of Mr. Bob Stanley, ’47) won 
the Matheson Trophy awarded to the male Ist team athlete 
who has made the best of his own ability in Ridley athletics 
during the year; Chris Stevens ’87 of St. Catharines, was 
awarded a Tiger Tie, the prestigious special award given out 
every few years to someone who has won outstanding dis- 
tinction in athletics — Chris was the Canadian Junior Squash 
Championship finalist, runner up in the U.S. Junior, runner 
up in the Ontario, and runner up in the Ontario U/18 Squash 
Championships. 

Gooderham House East won the Bradley Shield for Girls’ 
Interhouse Sports, and Arthur Bishop East the Bermuda Cup 
for the most number of points in Boys’ Interhouse Com- 
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petitions throughout the year. Merritt Silver won the Tug-of- 
War Trophy! The new Scott Daniel Trophy for Track was won 
by Bob Lyons ’88 of Nassau, Bahamas; Catriona Ross ’85 of 
Oakville, Ontario, won the new Headmaster’s Trophy for the 
girl on 1st Soccer who has made the greatest contribution to 
the team; Rob Ingall ’85 of Grosse Pointe, Michigan, won the 
Rod Jack Memorial Rugby Cup, and Phil Court °85 of St. 
Catharines, was the Most Valuable Rugby Player. David 
Ellison ’87 of Fonthill, Ontario, was the Most Valuable Player 
in Tennis. Ian Pitcher ’85 of St. David’s, Bermuda, Glen 
Crawford ’86 of Islington, Ontario, and Wayne Silvera ’86 of 
Stouffville, Ontario, shared the Cricket Honours, with Silvera 
receiving a bat for 62 runs against Appleby, and Glen Craw- 
ford for 50 runs against UCC.

In 1989 Ridley celebrates its centennial as Canada’s 
largest primarily boarding independent school. A pioneer in 
co-education among the large established schools in the coun- 
try, Ridley is today Canada’s largest co-educational board- 
ing school. At the same time, it has the only sizeable, self- 
contained junior boarding school in North America. 

The great independent secondary schools of the English- 
speaking world owe their educational reputation and their 
longevity to endowment funds, the income from which pro- 
vides a necessary edge for excellence. 

Canadian independent schools have been and remain 
underendowed relative to their counterparts in Britain and 
the United States. Although Ridley’s endowment is among 
Canada’s largest at over $5 million, that amount must be at 
least doubled to ensure the School’s continuing excellence in 
its second century and hélp meet the following specific 
needs:

As of June 1985, the Second Century Campaign is over a 
third of the way to its goal. Pledges totalling more than $3.8 
million have been made since the Campaign began a year 
ago. Such a start augurs well for meeting the target of $10 
million by the eve of Ridley’s Centennial. 

At the Campaign’s outset, the steering committee estab- 
lished an Advance Gifts phase. One hundred and ten Rid- 
leians, including members of the Board of Governors, of the 
Advisory Council, Alumni, Current Parents, Past Parents 
and Grandparents, were approached initially and over half 
have already made generous contributions to the present 
total. 

While undesignated gifts are applied towards the New 
Facility, there have been a number of specific pledges and 
challenges: 


—In June 1984, the Mandeville Family Foundation, long a 
generous benefactor, announced a gift ranking among the 
largest received to date as the nucleus of an Endowment 
fund for the New Facility. Half the pledge is a dollar for 
dollar challenge which, when met, will increase the En- 
dowment half again 


—In September of ’84, Campaign Chairman Darcy 
McKeough was delighted to receive a letter that the Direc- 
tors of the Richard Ivey Foundation had approved an 
extraordinarily generous gift towards the New Facility. 
The Ivey family has been extremely supportive over the 
years and this recent gift renews their support in sustaining 
“the excellence for which the School has become 
renowned.”’ 
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—Also in 1984, Governor and Alumnus Samuel Anderson 
established the Samuel I. Anderson Memorial Scholarship 
Fund in memory of his late father who, although never 
attending Ridley, had always a vital interest in the School. 


—The Stephen R. Court Memorial Scholarship Fund, com- 
posed of gifts from the family and friends to remember 
Stephen who died in 1985. It shall grant an annual financial 
award(s) to a student(s) entering or enrolled in Lower 
School who meets the expectations of the Financial As- 
istance Committee and who resides in the Niagara Region 
of Ontario. 


—The Janet L. Matthews Memorial Scholarship Fund was 
established by the late Mrs. Matthews’ family. Her two 
brothers, her husband and four sons attended the School 
and for many years Mrs. Matthews contributed to the 
School and its library. This Scholarship Fund com- 
memorates her contribution to Ridley. 


—A most intriguing contribution has come from the Carthy 
Foundation of Calgary, Alberta. Having links to the School 
through two alumni, the Foundation gave to Ridley in De- 
cember 1984 a gift ranking in the top five thus far. Butit als 
rendered a challenge. The campaign had projected € 
raising of $2 million from western Canada, or 20% of th 
target. The Carthy Foundation has announced that if 85% of 
the Campaign’s goal is raised in the east, it will make an 
additional donation. The School is indeed appreciative for 
the generous gift and for the spur to the eastern branch of 
the Ridley community.

Harry E. ‘‘Red’’ Foster, 


O'C] LEDS ELC.., O.R. 26 


The Ridley Family notes with sadness the passing 
of Harry ‘“‘Red’’ Foster ’26 on January 18, 1985 in 
Toronto. Well-known as the founder and chairman of 
the Canadian Special Olympics, Mr. Foster lent him- 
self unstintingly to the cause of the mentally retarded 
and other community service. He was also a suc- 
cessful businessman and outstanding sportsman. 

Under his direction as president, Foster Adver- 
tising grew since its enfranchisement in 1944 to be- 
come one of Canada’s largest agencies. In 1966, Mr. 
Foster was named ‘‘Advertising Man of the Year”’ and 
in 1969 made a Fellow of the Institute of Canadian 
advertising, a degree bestowed by his peers. 

‘‘Red”’ was an all-round athlete, competing promi- 
nently in hockey, football, baseball, lacrosse and 
powerboat-racing. In addition, he helped pioneer play- 
by-play broadcasting of Canadian major sports, in- 
cluding the Grey Cup and Queen’s Plate. 

Mr. Foster will be remembered for bringing to the 
attention of the Canadian public the concept that the 
mentally retarded can be helped. From 1954 the Harry 
E. Foster Charitable Foundation has channelled 
money to a wide variety of projects and programmes 
in aid of the mentally retarded. In 1969, under his 
chairmanship, the first Canadian Special Olympics 
was held. It was Mr. Foster’s hope that the Special 
Olympics become a permanent feature of a com- 
prehensive sports and recreation programme for 
Canada’s mentally retarded. His other voluntary and 
community service was wide and various and in- 
cluded the Presidency of the Ridley College 
Association. 

Among the numerous awards Mr. Foster’s work 
garnered were the Order of Canada, an Honourary 
Degree from the University of Western Ontario and 
election to Canada’s Sports Hall of Fame. 

Harry ‘“‘Red”’ Foster exemplified to the fullest the 
ideals of Ridley and the sympathies of the Ridley 
family go to his widow, Kathryn.

ROBERT M. SCHMON 
Robert M. Schmon, oz. 


The Ridley Family was saddened by the sudden 
passing of Robert M. Schmon ’42, of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, in Miami, Florida on April 5, 1985. The Vener- 
able Robert A. Bryan noted in a prayer at his funeral 
that ‘‘Bob lived out at the edge of his energies and 
thus lived way beyond them. He cared for the estab- 
lished and the disestablished, the believers and the 
non-believers, the Ivy League and every league, the 
rightous and the un-righteous — but a little more the 
un-righteous.”’ 

Born in New Jersey, Mr. Schmon attended Ridley 
and served as a pilot in the R.C.A.F. during World 
War II. After the war, he resumed his education at 
Princeton, graduating in 1948 with a Bachelor of 
Arts. That year he joined the Ontario Paper Com- 
pany, serving in the mill and woodlands operation at 
Baie Comeau, Quebec before being transferred to 
the head office in Ontario in 1952. He held positions in 
marketing, planning and development before be- 
coming president in 1963 and chairman in 1979. 

A Governor of Ridley College, Mr. Schmon was 
also a director of the Canadian Council of Christians 
and Jews; of the Ritz Carlton Hotel Company of 
Montreal; of the Quebec Labrador Foundation and a 
trustee of the Quetico Foundation. He was chairman 
of fund-raising for the Quebec Labrador Foundation 
which serves remote communities in that area. In 
addition, he acted as finance chairman of Brock 
University, St. Catharines and for the Third World 
Rowing Championships and the 100th Henley Re- 
gatta, both held in St. Catharines. Mr. Schmon ser- 
ved as a director of the parent Tribute Company of 
Chicago, on the executive board of the Canadian 
Pulp and Paper Association, and as a director of the 
Buffalo Sabres. He had taken early retirement in 
January 1985. 

Our sympathies go to his widow, the former Gal- 
ena Netchi, and to his sons, Arthur A. Schmon II and 
Robert M. Schmon Jr.
